T r1s Undertaking was ſet on foot ſoon after 
Michaelmas, 1733, by ſome Gentlemen who had been 
before concerned in a Charity of the like kind, in 
the lower part of Weſtminſter ; and they being of 
Opinion that the Houſe they now are in would be 
convenient for their Purpoſe, on account of it's Air, 
Situation, and nearneſs to the Town, they therefore 
procured a Leaſe of it, and opened a Subſcription 
for carrying on the Charity there; which, in a few 
Days encreaſed ſo faſt, that on the 19th of Oclober, 
they were enabled to form themſelves into a regular 
Society; and they went ſo vigorouſly to work to fit 
up the Houſe for their Purpoſe, that, on the 1ſt of 
Fanuary following, they began to receive Patients. 


DR Alexander Stuart, Phyſician to her Majeſty, 
Dr William Waſey, Dr Noel Broxholme, Phyſician to 
his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales, Dr Simon 
Burton, and Dr David Roſs, conſented to act as Phy- 
ſicians, and Ambroſe Dickins, and Claudius Amyand, 
Eſqrs, Serjeant-Surgeons to his Majeſty, and Wil.

An Abſtract of ſome of the By-Laws. 


 THarT no Patient ſhall be admitted into the Houſe after 
ten in the Morning, and in caſe any Out- Patient ſhall neglect 
to attend, for two Board-Days together, without the Phyſician's 
leave, ſuch Out-Patient ſhall be diſcharged for Irregularity. 

THAT no Perſon diſcharged for Irregularity, be ever a- 
gain admitted into the Houſe, upon any Recommendation 
whatſoever, 

THAT no Patient be ſuffered to go out of the Houſe 


without Leave, and that no Leave be given to any Patient 


to go into St Fames's Park, or the Green Park, called Con- 
aeg Hill, upon any Pretence whatſoever, to avoid Of- 
ence. | 

THAT no Security be required for the Charges of the Bu- 
rial, of any Patient ; and that ſuch as ſhall die in the Houſe, 
whoſe Friends are unable to bury them, ſhall be buried at 
the Expence of the Houſe. | | 

THAT no Governour, Officer, or Servant, do at any 
Time preſume, upon Pain of Expulſion, to take of any Tradeſ- 
man, Patient, or other Perſon, any Fee, Reward, or Grati- 
fication of any kind, directly or indirectly, for any Services 
done, or to be done, on account of this Hoſpital. 
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
